PANAMA (‘(AP)—Roberto Arias, 
fugitive from Panamanian author- 
ities and husband of British balle- 
rina Margot Fonteyn, turned up 
safe Friday in the Brazilian Em- 
bassy. He had been sought for a 
week on charges of revolutionary 
activity. 

Dame Margot herself was ar- 
rested earlier this week but was 


released after questioning and 
now is home in London. 


The aristocratic Roberto, scion 
of a wealthy political family now 
at odds with the government, 
claimed asylum under an old Lat- 
in-American custom that puts 
him beyond the reach of Pana- 
ma’s authorities. 


LOCATION CONFIRMED 


The Panamanian Foreign Office 
confirmed that Arias and two oth- 
er men are in the Brazilian Em- 
bassy. 


A reliable source said Alfredo 


Ramirez, a member of the Nation- 
_al Assembly, took the three to the 
‘embassy. It was not known how 
‘they managed to slip through na- 
tional guard lines to reach their 
‘refuge. 


The two men with Arias were 
identified as Polidoro Pinzon and 
Ruben Urieta Donoso. Pinzon was 
said to be a member of a rebel 
.band operating in the mountains 
of Veraguas province early this 
month. 


BACKGROUND UNKNOWN 


There was no information imme- 
diately available on Urieta’s back- 
ground. 


Arias, the son of a former pres- 
ident, has been accused by the 
government of plotting an attack 
on a national guard garrison. Au- 
thorities claimed he landed on 
‘Panama's Pacific Coast Sunday 
night with a band of armed inen. 
The search for him had been con- 
‘centrated in an area about 75 
miles west of the capital but there 
had been no acttial word on his 
whereabouts until he turned up in 
the embassy. 


Miss Fonteyn, who was with her 
husband most of last week on 
their yacht in the Gulf of Pana- 
ma, sailed into Balboa in the 
canal zone Monday morning and 
was arrested Monday night.

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Hospital Transfer 
Heralds New Day 


Acting swiftly following delivery of 
recommendations of a special committee 
of physicians of the Medical Association 
of Georgia, Gov. Vandiver by executive 
action yesterday transferred the Milledge- 
ville State Hospital from the welfare de- 
partment to the State Health Department. 

The transfer, to go into effect imme- 
diately, was and has been basic to any 
long-range plans to improve the institu- 
tion. It was evident a long time ago that 
as long as it remained under welfare de- 
partment supervision the institution 
would be dominated by politics. It also 
was obvious that under such circum- 
stances it would continue to be primarily 
a custodial hospital. — 

The governor has acted courageously, 
but with great wisdom, in authorizing the 
change. There are bound to be some rep- 
ercussions, politically and at the institu- 
tion itself. Unfortunately, like many other 
actions the present governor has had to 
initiate, the cure for years of inaction will 
be quite painful. 

Let no one think that reorganization 
of the hospital and reorientation of our 
entire program of treatment of the men- 
tally ill can be accomplished overnight. 
It will take time and money. But things 
which can be done immediately, as out- 
lined in the report, the governor says 
will be done immediately. 

The governor describes the study as 
one of the “finest, most authoritative and 
all-inclusive public documents I have 
ever read.” He is quite correct. It is a 
hard-hitting, straight-to-the-point report. 
It minces no words and lists names of 
those charged with responsibilities for ir- 
regularities. It corroborates disclosures 
first made in The Atlanta Constitution by 
reporter Jack Nelson. 

The medical profession has every rea- 
son to be proud of this committee of doc- 
tors. The Medical Association of Georgia 
has performed a very real service to the 
state and to its mentally ill. Faced with 
this touchy issue, they came forward to 
meet it in masterful style. 

Gov. Vandiver says the recommenda- 
tions for medium and long-range action, 
some requiring legislative sanction, will 
be carried out. The physicians have out- 
lined a blueprint which could put the 
state near the top in mental health ac- 
tivities. 

Underlying causes of present condi- 
tions, the report points out, are the lack 
of professional responsibility at the state 
level, lack of emphasis on modern psychi- 
atric treatment, lack of public informa- 
tion and understanding. Without estab- 
lishing professional responsibility there 
could be little improvement in treatment. 

The governor’s first act then is to 
establish that professional responsibility 
with transfer of the hospital to the health 
department. This newspaper, which has 
urged such a transfer for years, is grate- 
ful to the physicians and to the governor 
for establishing the facts of need and for 
prompt action. 

Meanwhile, 1959 indeed appears to be 
‘historic in the annals of medicine and 
psychiatry in the state.” After 116 years 
of neglect, 1959 could mark the turning 
point from a shameful past.

Chester Bowles Advances 


Sensible Foreign Aid Plea 


If Chester Bowles were to sit silent in Congress for the rest of 


this session, the speech he delivered Monday would be enough in itself 
to have made his election last November by the voters of the Sec- 
ond Connecticut District a national public service. Bowles’ subject 
was the mutual security program, often mistakenly called ‘foreign 
aid’’ and frequently as ‘“‘worthless giveaways.” 

What the former ambassador 


to India had to say about it con- 
stituted a refreshingly frank and 
constructive criticism by an un- 
derstanding friend. 

There is no question where 
Rep. Bowles stands. He is for 
mutual security wholeheartedly 
and he is going to vote for the 
full authorization requested by 
President Eisenhower. But this 
does not keep Bowles from see- 
ing the need for basic improve- 
ments in the program. He pro- 
poses steps designed to “compel 
less expediency, less waste, less 
confusion and consequently bet- 
ter performance.” |

has put too many guns in its mu- 


tual security basket. He names 
two large continents—Africa and

And in that 
“vast are of Asia that stretches 
from Lebanon to Manila,” as 
Bowles describes it, “the princi- 
pal threat to world peace comes 
not from Soviet tanks and jets 
but from economic strangulation, 
injustice and frustration.”

Herter Changeover 


WASHINGTON—Secretary of State Herter 
has had ample warning at the very beginning . 
of his administration of the dangers of clumsy i 


translation of Homer’s Odyssey 
by Alexander Pope. This transla- 
tion is stilted and formal, lacking 
in color and vividness. Then 
Keats was introduced to the 
translation by George Chapman 
and the words of Homer came 
alive with beauty and imagina- 
tion. 

Something of the same expe- 
rience has been ours as we have 
read the ancient Word in modern 
versions. Language usage and 
word meanings change with 
time and some of the phrases and 
wording of the King James Ver- 
sion, although exquisite in tone 


and pious in sentiment, do not 


convey meanings that are real 
to us. So we turn to’ the work of 
twentieth century translators to 
discover meanings which had 
been obscured. 

The Bible was originally trans- 
cribed in such languages as an- 
cient Hebrew and Biblical Greek. 
Those languages were, of course, 
used because they were tongues 
which the people knew. We speak 
another language and accor d- 
ing to different idioms. We should 
have Bibles which speak accord- 
ing to our vocabularies. And the 
only burning needed is that these 
words of the Lord should inflame 
our hearts and spirits.

In two public announcements in Augusta, Ga., President Eisenhower 
left the impression that he was hesitant to nominate Herter and un- 
enthusiastic about his decision even after he made it. 


The result of this, until the Sen- 
ate’s unanimous confirmation and 
the President’s warm praise of 
Herter Wednesday, was that the 
new secretary seemed to be go- 
ing into his job without the full 
backing of the White House. 


Actually, it is unreasonable to 
suppose that the President would 
have intended in any way to em- 
barrass the man he would have 
to rely upon as his principal for- 
eign policy adviser. 

He merely failed to think 
through the problem of replacing 
Dulles until the very last min- 
ute, though Dulles had been se- 
riously ill for over two months, 
and then in the uncertainty and 
confusion of the resignation bob- 
bled the public announcement. 

If, now that the President has 
expressed his confidence, the in- 
cident forces the new secretary 
of state to think through the dif- 
ficult and delicate relationship be- 
tween public information and for- 
eign policy, it may in the end 
have been worth the trouble. 

For Herter is going within a 
few days into the floodlit arena of 
Paris and Geneva where the han- 
dling of public relations will al- 
most certainly influence the 
course of policy and it is clear 
that the present public informa- 
tion policy of the State Depart- 
ment is inadequate to deal with 
the new situation. 

This is not a new problem. It

If Valentine’s cigars seem longer these days, it’s only be- 
cause they are. He’s batting .429, pitching a 1.000. Though 
Corky refuses to divulge last year’s record, he’s already 
equalled his victory output at Wichita with a 2-0 chart. 


In six relief hitches, Valentine has surrendered only one run in 
15%4 innings. He has performed in three of the five Cracker triumphs.

SINCLAIR’S WHITE BASS MADE FISH FRY OF PICTURE TRIP

Probably one of the most 
fascinating angles to this fish-

Sinclair has provided. some of 
my finest fishing hours. Be- 
cause it has been in its prime 
for three or four years, the lake 
is a perfect spot for trying new 
baits and new twists to the old 
methods of angling. 


Phil and I went down to com- 
plete a series of photographs 
for a story. We started the pic- 
tures last summer, then unfor- 
tunately ran inte a school of 
lunker bass, and promptly for- 
got all aboit photography, until 
it was so dark that I had to 
feel to find my camera. 


If you know what pictures you 
want, it doesn’t take long to 
point the camera and press the 
button that lets about 1/100ths 
of a second of light touch the 


sensitive film. We were on the - 


lake early enough so that after 
we had completed that 1/100ths 
second chore, we could spend 
the remaining 11 hours, 59 min- 
utes and 5959/100ths of a sec- 
ond fishing. 


Phil and I cruised all the old 
favorite spots, looking for large- 
mouth bass. The lake is old 
enough now to have some real 
lunkers in it. We've taken them 
to around 8 pounds, but with the 
amount of food, good water 
temperatures and other favor- 
able factors, somecne shoule 
come out of the lake this sum- 
mer with’a bass twice that size. 


Thursday, with the exception 
of a very pleasant lunch hour 
ashore with Betty and Bill 
Street and Jack Roach, we tried 
every trick we knew, on most of 
the productive points and shore 


lines where we had caught bass 
before, and we simply couldn’t 
sell one of our baits to large- 
mouth of any size. 


We were trolling bombers 
across one of the points when 
Phil’s lure hung on a bush in 
the shallow water. I turned 
back to retrieve it, jerked it off 
the underwater snag with my 
fingers and as it came free, 


something hit the bomber. |! 
released the line and Phil landed 
a fish that bugged my eyes. It 
was a white bass, known in the 
parlance of hook-and-liners 
throughout its range as a 
**striper.’’ This small fresh water 
species doesn’t grow much 
larger than around 3 pounds, 
but it is a favorite of anglers

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Naylor Stone Dies 
under 2 pounds. Harry Williams, Of Cancer at 62 


BIRMINGHAM, Ala. (®—Naylor 
Stone, sports editor of the Bir- 
mingham Post-Herald, died at his 
home here Friday of cancer. He 
was 62. 


Stone learned 15 months ago 
that he had cancer. But he contin- 
ued to come to the office and 
write his daily column. Even after 
the disease confined him to his 
home, he continued writing. 


Stone, at one time a close friend 
of Damon Runyon, found it hard 
to believe that he would die of 
cancer. His doctors told him in 
January, 1958, that he would live 
about six months more. 


But this was not exactly a 
new experience to Stone. For in 
1949 he suffered a heart attack. 
He was in bed for 90 days. 


“They told me then I'd never 
make it,”’’ Stone said.

WASHINGTON—Sen. Talmadge suggested Friday 
it may be wise for Georgia’s big city counties to be 
given more unit votes in order to save the county unit 
system from overthrow by the U.S. Supreme Court. 


Talmadge did not flatly advo-| commented, could wel! destroy the 


cate such a course, in a cautious- 
ly worded suggestion that the| 
State Legislature ‘“‘study” the’ 
problem. 


But the implication was clear 
that the senator feels such a modi- 
fication of the county unit system 
may well be necessary to “‘pre- 
serve and protect” it from future 
court action. 


Talmadge made this comment 
in a television program beamed 
from Washington by 17 stations 
in Georgia in what appeared to be 
an attempt to clarify his position 
on the unit system. 


FEARS A LOSS 

The junior senator from Geor- 
gia declared he is for the unit 
system “absolutely and unre- 
servedly” as a protection for the 
small counties. But he also warned 
it would be short-sighted for the 
system's supporters to sit idly by 
and lose it through inaction. 


The last test case of the unit 
system before the U.S. Supreme 
Court resulted last year in the 
system being upheld by only a 
§-to-4 decision, Talmadge pointed 
out. Since that time, one of the 
justices who voted to uphold the 
system has retired and another 
probably will retire soon.

SUGGESTED REVISION 


However, he noted there have 
been many newspaper headlines, 
stories, editorials and cartoons 
purporting to interpret comment 
he made recently about the unit 
system in another television ap- 
pearance.

Parents Spark 


Respect for Law 


Georgia’s teen-agers have as much, and in many cases, more 
respect for the law than do adults. Taking a look at their own 
generation, Campus Comment contributors this week admitted 
not all teen-agers adhere to the law or respect those who enforce 
it. They point out that in some cases this disrespect of law 
enforcement agents, in the home as well as in the public life, is 
justified. Students maintain that in order to teach young people 
a healthy respect for law and order adult leaders must first 
“practice what they preach.” 

The majority of students seem to agree that, in general, 
today’s teen-agers show a great respect for the law. Jan Tipton, 
17, Union City, asserts ‘‘Those who think that laws are made to 
be broken represent only a small part of the present teen-age 
population.” Jan pointed to a town in a neighboring state as a 
good example of how juvenile crime problems might be solved: 
“, . » The town let high school students come and work in the 
governmental and law enforcement offices. They learned to under- 

‘stand and respect the laws, and in so doing, were able to set.a 
good example for other teen-agers. If more towns and cities would 
provide such a program it would cut down on juvenile crime.” 

Andrea McLain, 17, College Park, declares the majority of 
teen-agers know the laws were made for their own good, they 
respect and help to enforce them. Andrea continues: ‘Some teens 
don’t respect the laws just because they are young and independent, 
they feel they can do anything they please. . . . The younger the 
teen, the less respect he has for law. As the person matures, he 
begins to realize the full value of law and its importance to him 
and the community.” 

Caroline Wells, 14, ninth grade student at the Westminster 
School for Girls, focuses on an interesting point in this week’s 
winning letter, and reminds adults that parents spark teens’ 
respect for the law: 
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... Many of the teens who indulge in law-breaking have 
been unconsciously encouraged in their homes by parents 
who permit the breaking of even petty laws. In some cases 
law-breaking is only a part of going along with the crowd: 
“Everyone” cheats a little on a test once in a while. “Everyone” 
breaks curfew now and then. 

One of the most terrible things is that all too often 
parents consent to their teen-agers breaking these laws. If 
they were always environed in a law-abiding atmosphere teens 
would seldom break laws. Contrary to being a goody-goody, 
the law-abiding. teen is the good citizen of tomorrow. ... 
But many times a teen is terrified that the crowd will exclude 
him because he won’t do some of the things they do. 

If only teen-agers would realize the necessity of abiding 
by the law in our daily life we would have less juvenile 
delinquency and fewer insecure young people. 


Pat Ray, 18, Fairburn, declares ‘“‘teens need to realize the 
small laws they break are also important. ... They should lose 
the resentful attitudes toward the policeman, because they only 
do their jobs when they rebuke teens for disobedience, disrespect 
and even contempt of the law.” Ronnie Reynolds, 18, College 
Park, insists “there are laws which teens do not respect because 
they don’t think they are right... . Such as the curfew in most 
large cities. But when they become parents the teens would not 


like to have the law done away. with, for they can then see its 


importance.”
